Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative inquired as to why the after final 
amendment was not entered. The examiner indicated that the amendment to claim 1 no longer required a detection 
step and that it further read on methods of sequencing the gene or cDNA and raised new issues under 35 USC 102 
and 103. With regard to claim 13, the examiner indicated that the specification did not provide support for predicting 
the likelihood of developing obesity by detecting the absence of the 373 "T" alteration. Applicant's representative 
stated that it was implied in the disclosure. THe examiner indicated that the specification did not provide guidance 
reqarding likelihood in the absence of the mutation and stated that one would not expect that an individual would 
necessarily not be at risk if they didn't have the mutation. The attorney asked the examiner to suggest allowable 
claims. The examiner suggested the attached claims, which were agreed to by Applicant's representative. . 
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Delete claims 2, 3, 7-10, 12, and 15-20. 
The claims would be amended as follows: 

Claim 1 : A method for determining that a human subject is at risk for developing obesity 
comprising: 

assaying a sample from a human subject, said sample comprising a TBC1D1 
encoding nucleic acid molecule or the complement thereof, 

detecting a cytidine to thymidine alteration at the 373 rd nucleotide of the TBC1D1 
coding sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 , 

wherein the presence of said thymidine alteration identifies the subject as being at 
risk for developing obesity. 

Claim 4: The method of claim 1 wherein said assaying step is conducted on genomic 
DNA. 

Claim 5: The method of claim 1 wherein said assaying step is conducted on mRNA. 
Claim 6: The method of claim 1, wherein said nucleotide variant is detected by a method 
selected from the group consisting of. . . 

Claim 11: The method of claim 1, wherein said assaying step comprises hybridizing a 
nucleic acid probe specifically hybridizable to an altered TBC1D1 coding sequence or 
complement thereof. 

Claim 13: A method for predicting, in a human subject, the likelihood of developing 
obesity associated with a genetic variant of the human TBC1D1 gene comprising: 

detecting the presence of a cytidine to thymidine variant at the 373 rd nucleotide of 
the TBC1D1 coding sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 , 



wherein the presence of said thymidine variant predicts that said subject has 
increased likelihood of developing obesity.
